d.  Telephone  Operations : 

(1)  Telephone  operations  for  the  preceding  quarter  have 
been  characterized  by  expansion  and  upgrade  of  existing  facilities.

(g)  AN/mC-no/117  (PCM)  Operators  Course:  20  EM 

(h)  AN/GRC-50,  PCM  Carrier  Maintenance  Course:  1  EM 
h.  Intelligence: 

(1)  Physical  Security: 

(a)  Establishing  protective  defense  measures  for  all 
cannunications  facilities  continued,  to  be  a  program  of  major  emphasis 
within  the  battalion, 

(b)  Physical  security  neasuros  were  included  in 
original  development  plans  for  the  Ifui  Ba  Ra  communications  complex. 

The  area  in  which  this  site  is  located  and  its  susceptibility  to  eneny 
activity  required  the  shortest  possible  time  span  between  initial  in¬ 
stallation  of  equipment  and  completion  of  protective  defense  measures. 

At  the  end  of  this  quarter,  physical  security  measures  were  almost  80JS 
completed  though  the  site  has  been  operational  for  less  than  six  weeks, 

(2)  Counterintellijor.ee :  Counterintelligence  inspections 
of  all  subordinate  oanpenies  were  conducted  during  November  1967, 
Follow-up  inspections  on  some  units  during  January  1968  showed  consider¬ 
able  progress  made  in  establishing  and  maintaining  sound  security  pro¬ 
grams,  The  increase. noted  in  security  consciousness  of  personnel  as  a 
result  of  greater  use  of  security  posters  and  other  security  information 
reminders  wqs  especially  significant, 

(3)  S-2  Administration:  A  recent  change  to  AR  6X1-201 
has  placed  a  Secret  security  clearance  requirement  on  certain  MQS*s 
which  did  not  have  it  previously.  This  change  significantly  affects 
this  battalion  in  MQSts  31M  and  26L,  With  dissemination  of  this  infor¬ 
mation  to  subordinate  units,  there  has  been  considerable  increase  in 
initial  processing  for  personnel  security  clearances.  Ho  problem  is 
anticipated  in  meeting  the  new  requirement. 
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i.  Logistics : 

(l)  During  the  quarter  there  were  four  (4)  major  pro¬ 
jects  gonerated  within  the  logistics  aroa.  They  consisted  of:  Com¬ 
pletion  of  the  Bien  Iloa  Amy  Area  Communications  Center  at  III  Corps; 
the  initial  and  extended  support  of  the  Nui  Da  Ra  Communication  Complex; 
the  planning  for  the  relocation  of  Battalion  Headquarters  and  Headquarters 
Company,  and;  the  development,  to  include  transporting,  of  contingency 
teams.  The  latter  includes  Operation  RAMASOOH, 

(a)  The  Bien  Hoa  Amy  Area  comunications  center  was 
officially  cut  over  to  the  new  facility  on  14  Decenber  1967,  Actions 
have  been  taken  tc  adequately  account  for  all  property.  There  was 
some  difficulty  in  determining  maintenance  responsibility  for  tho  air 
conditioners,  generators,  and  the  building  and  land  on  which  the  connun- 
lcations  center  is  located.  Through  the  assistance  of  tho  lien  Hoa 
Installation  Engineer,  this  problem  was  overcome ,  All  property  lia3  been 
accounted  for  on  an  installation  property  book  and  actions  are  now  being 
token  to  obtain  a  Table  of  Distribution  Allowances  (TJA), 

(b)  Tli 3  pirns  for  i'cl  La  Ra  Communications  Complex 
were  initiated  in  December  1967. 

(l)  di  16  December  1967,  the  initial  flight  con¬ 
sisting  of  59  passengers  and  3.5  tons  of  communications  ana  porsonal 
equipment  was  transferee  to  Uui  Be  Ha.  Numerous  flints,  both  fixed  and 
rotary  wing  have  boon  used  since  to  ship  in  additional  personnel,  equip¬ 
ment  and  material.  A  tonal  of  15 8  tons  of  equipment  was  shipped  as  of 
31  January  1968,  A  normal  resupply  operation  was  established  with  the 
12th  Aviation  Group,  Hot  meals  are  dell  aared  each  Tuesday,  Thursday, 
and  Saturday,  except  on  occasions  where  higher  priority  flights  pre-empt 
the  aircraft  availability, 

(&)  Problem  have  been  encountered  in  trans¬ 
portation  support.  There  were  many  cancellations  of  priority  ono  (l) 
fixed  wing  flights  due  to  highor  priority  requests.  Rotary  wing  pick 
15)  tines  have  not  been  accurate,  oausing  personnel  to  stand  guard  over 
supplies  for  an  excessive  amount  of  tine. 

(3)  Tho  proposed  project  completion  date, 

(excluding  H3A  Projects)  is  set  for  31  March  1968, 
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(c)  During  the  quarter  tho  Battalion  S-4  was-  active 
in  gathering  equipment  and  material  for  deployment  on  Operation  IMESGXE. 
In  addition,  the  task  of  arranging  for  tho  movement  of  two  |2j)  ocaa- 
tingency  toons  was  assigned  to  S-4. 

(2)  In  January  1968,  both  Company  A44*  36th  Sfljsti  Bat¬ 
talion  and  tho  595th  Signal  Company  received  tho  new  M/THO-lld)  JcdAo 
Sot  and  tho  now  AIl/TCC-60  and  61  multiplexing  equipment,  Jllty  pssncaKfc

OBSERVATION :  Because  of  conditions  in  Vietnam  raej/atraa  cthu 
bo  contracted  easily,  making  it  necessary  to  use  son  nedfamtSen  Iks 
protect  against  the  disease.  It  is  7 squired  that  case  malarial  sill  hi 
taken  each  week.  This  pill  seems  to  have  an  undealanttle  effect  am  some 
individuals.  Headed  he  a,  diarrhea  and  stomach  ache,  ctamsiqg  a  Hexes  Am 
tlie  individual's  effectiveness  and  sonatinas  loss  in  man  haura  arc 
character! s tic . 

2,  Operations : 

ITEM:  Operation  of  AN/FX-25  Teletypewriter  set  ait  MD 

DISCUSSION :  During  the  past  sevoral  months  extends!  mtq$ss 
have  boon  experienced  on  100  vpn  toletype  circuits  "using  the  AS//5lX-i35» 
The  equipment  lias  proven  to  bo  unreliable  when  operated  at  IMm  .qpeed 
on  a  full  time  basis. 
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^pty.RVATTDN t  Qno  frequent  source  of  trouble  is  the  clutch 
gears  on  the  reperforator  and  page  printer;  they  are  easily  worn  dovn 
until  the  gears  are  stripped  and  the  equipment  cannot  properly  reproduce 
the  characters  indicated  by  the  electrical  inpulses.  Replacement  parts 
are  limited  which  further  complicates  the  problem.  It  has  been  neces¬ 
sary  to  replace  the  FGC/25  with  TT-76,  TT-4,  and  AN/TGC-5  sets  which 
proved  more  reliable. 


ITEM:  Installation  of  tactical  antonnas  on  non-standard 
towers  and  supports. 

DISCUSSION:  In  many  cases  nicrowave  and  tropospheric  scatter 
terminals  are  required  in  aroas  where  space  or  ground  obstructions  do 
not  permit  the  standard  installation  of  tactical  antenna  masts,  mounts 
or  supports. 

OBSERVATION:  In  the  following  instances  tho  battalion  has 
taken  advantage  of  available  towers  and  support  structures  not  stand¬ 
ard  to  the  antennas  or  mounting  brackets  usod,  by  obtaining  specially 
fabricated  brackets  made  by  maintenance  support  units. 

At  MACV  I  in  Saigon,  adaptation  of  an  AB-296/G  antenna 
support,  by  use  of  these  buckets,  made  possible  the  relocation  of  the 
terminal  and  elevation  of  the  antenna.  The  additional  ai  tenna  height 
improved  radio  receive  levels  and  helped  to  reduce  fading  which  was 
occurring  prior  to  dawn  bach  morning. 

This  procedure  of  adaptive  mounting  was  also  used  with 
excellent  results  on  77UT2Y,  an  AN/TRC-132  tropospheric  scatter  system. 
Tactical  10  ft.  solid  arabolic  ancennas  were  mounted  on  an  AN/TUC-132/U 
tower  at  Can  Tho  Airfield  and  on  on  extended  Ail/lRC-90  tower  at  Tan  Son 
Nhut.  This  move  provided  necessary  ground  obstruction  clearanco,  improv¬ 
ing  performance  of  this  radio  system,  allowing  channelization  of  tele¬ 
type  circuits  and  Improving  recoivo  levels  10  db  at  each  terminal. 

ITEM:  Adaptation  of  tropo  antennas  for  high  wind  loading. 

DISCUSSION:  A  problem  with  parabolic  antennas  has  been  en¬ 
countered  on  sites  located  near  landing  pads  for  large  helicopters. 
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OBSERVATION :  It  was  noceosary  to  lover  the  ten  foot  tactical 
parabolic  tropo  antenna  employed  on  top  of  Nui  Da  Ra  each  tine  a  Chinook 
approached  the  summit.  The  wind  loading  was  far  in  excess  of  the  limits 
to  be  endured  while  utilizing  the  standard  base  plate-guying  configur¬ 
ation.  A  metal  tube  was  set  in  emont.  The  antenna  mast  then  served 
as  a  sleeve  around  the  cement-reinforced  tube.  Conventional  guying 
was  doubled,  allowing  the  antenna  to  withstand  the  high-velocity  air 
currents  created  by  the  CH-47  Helicopters. 

ITEM:  Trouble  shooting  signaling  circuits. 

DISCUSSION:  Control  facilities  havo  been  reporting  circuits 
inoperable  because  the  AN/TTC-13  will  not  ring  through  on  20  HZ  ringing 
circuits.  The  channel  pulse  would  drop  as  designed;  howavor,  the  sub¬ 
scriber  failed  to  receive  a  ring. 

OBSERVATION ;  It  is  a  standard  practice  to  trouble  shoot  the 
circuits  of  an  AN/TTC-13  system  by  attaching  a  field  phone  (TA-312/FT) 
to  the  terminal  on  the  back  of  the  AN/TCC-13.  It  has  been  found  that 
by  removing  the  TA-312/PT  from  the  channel  tho  ringing  problem  was 
corrected.  No  such  problem  e Tipis  where  a  TA-43/PT  is  used.  It  was 
noted  that  tho  TA-312/PT  has  a  low  impedance  ringing  circuit  which 
loads  the  ringing  circuit  of  the  TCC-13  and  thus  degenerates  the  signal 
to  the  terminal  instrunenv.. 


mi:  Use  of  M  -17  Protective  liask. 

DISCUSSION:  All  movement  to  the  summit  of  Nui  Bo  Ra  (Hill  723) 
must  be  accompli  shod  by  tho  uso  of  helicopters.  The  hilltop  was  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  engineers,  leaving  a  covering  of  loose  oarth.  This  creat¬ 
ed  a  dust  hazard  when  helicopters  attempted  to  land  or  to  load  and  dis¬ 
charge  personnel  and  equipment. 

OBSERVATION:  When  helicopters  landed  at  Hui  ha  Ra  Site  they 
raised  dust  clouds  which  make  it  extremely  difficult  to  perform  normal 
functions  outside  of  the  vans  which  are  on  the  hill.  To  alleviate  this 
problem,  the  site  members  utilized  their  14-17  protective  masks.  The 
mask  protected  tho  eyes  and  filtered  out  the  dust.  It  proved  to  be  a 
worthwhile  method  of  facilitating  the  continuance  of  normal  site  activ¬ 
ities. 
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ITEM*  Loss  of  voltage  during  generator  operation. 

DISCUSSION?  During  the  past  quarter  units  within  the  bat¬ 
talion  have  experienced  unusual  fluctuations  of  voltage  ancl  even  the 
loss  of  one  or  more  phases  of  power  from  the  generators.  The  gener¬ 
ators  at  the  tine  appeared  to  be  functioning  properly.  After  checking 
{rawer  cables  it  was  determined  that  the  nuts  on  the  load  terminal  vero 
vibrating  loose. 


OBSERVATION :  The  generator  operators  some  tine  fail  to  chock 
the  nuts  because  of  the  inconvenient  location  of  the  iten. 

ITEM:  AC-216  Running  Lights  and  Boacons. 

DISCUSSION:  The  difficulties  encountered  in  testing  tower 
limiting  equipment  prior  to  darkness  has  rode  it  necessary  to  adopt 
a  more  satisfactory  method  of  testing  the  equipment. 

OBSERVATION:  Within  the  battalion  there  is  orbensive  use 
made  of  the  AB-216  tower  which  is  equipped  with  running  lights.  Above 
certain  heights,  beacons  are  required.  Sites  are  very  often  adjacent 
to  airfields,  making  lighting  compulsory.  A  problem  existed  in  testing 
the  lighting  system  during  the  day-light  hours.  An  attempt  to  change 
the  aqtivation  tire  of  the  photocell  failed  due  to  the  sensitivity  of 
the  adjustment, 

3.  Training:  None 

4.  Logistics: 

ITEM:  Improvised  supports  for  airlifting  radio  vans. 

DISCUSSION:  In  tactical  airlifting  situations  it  sometimes 
becomes  Impossible  to  use  the  lifting  eyes  provided  on  the  radio  vans 
for  aerial  movement, 

OBSERVATION:  In  off  loading  an  AN/TRC-129A  van  at  Song  Be 
Airfield,  one  lifting  eye  on  the  van  peeled  off,  rendering  it  useless 
for  further  movement.  To  overcome  this  handicap,  a  lifting  pallet 
was  constructed  of  four  8”  x  12"  timbers  braced  with  two  more  8"  x  12" 
side  rails.  This  made  a  satisfactory  lifting  platform  with  which  the 
van  was  safely  airlifted  to  the  top  of  Nui  Da  Ra. 
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ITEM?  Evaporation  of  Fugasse  when  exposed  to  normal  atnos- 
pheric  conditions. 

DISCUSSION :  Battalion  units  use  fugasse  as  a  defensive  noaoure 
on  outer  perineters  at  respective  sites.  During  a  recent  test  when  fu¬ 
gasse  was  detonated  by  a  blasting  cap,  those  barrels  that  were  unsealed 
did  not  explode;  however,  those  barrels  that  were  sealed  exploded  very 
rapidly. 


OBSERVATION;  Because  of  the  chemical  properties  of  fugasse 
it  nay  not  detonate  if  exposed  to  the  air  for  any  extended  period. 

5 •  Intelligence ; 

ITEM:  Protection  for  largo  Connunications  Structures. 

DISCUSSION :  With  recent  installation  of  large  communications 
facilities  i.e.  fixed  station  communication  centers,  D30‘s,  etc.,  groat 
difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  providing  adequate  physical  protec¬ 
tion  for  these  relativoly  largo  buildings.  Mooting  necessary  require¬ 
ments  is  beyond  or  at  best  strains  the  capabilities  of  most  signal  units. 
Even  with  a  considerable  expense  of  manhours  and  material  by  operating 
units,  protection  afforded  nay  still  bo  less  than  desirod. 

OBSERVATION;  Programming  largo  communications  structures  to 
include  concrete  walls  or  other  self-contained  revetments  would  free 
signal  units  fron  a  difficult  task  which  when  completed  does  not  always 
meet  the  mininun  requirements  for  Physical  security. 

ITEM:  Effectiveness  of  Physical  Security  Heasuros. 

DISCUSSION:  '  Many  sitos  manned  by  personnel  and  oquipnont 
resources  of  this  battalion  were  subject  to  considerable  enemy  activity 
during  tho  quarter.  This  included  recurring  and  often  heavy  nortor  and 
rocket  barrages,  with  impact  to  signal  facilities  as  close  as  10-15 
neters  in  sono  incidents.  The  extremely  limited  and  minor  occurances 
of  equipment  damage  and  personnel  injuries  distinctly  pointed  out  tho 
advantages  of  complete  physical  protection  for  all  resources.

5.  To  activate  the  tower  Lights  in  daylight  hours  without  adjust¬ 
ment  to  the  photocell,  remove  the  thyratron  control  (V-l).  This  activates 
the  beacon  and  running  lights,  laey  will  remain  on  until  the  tliyratron 

is  replaced. 

6.  Supplementary  supports  be  fabricated  from  readily  available 
materials  in  order  to  insure  that  valuable  equipment  is  not  damaged  by 
helicopters  in  the  vicinity.

1.  (U)  Operational  Report  for  Quarterly  Period  Ending  31  January 
1968  submitted  by  the  36th  Signal  Battalion  has  been  reviewed  and  found 
to  be  adequate,  with  the  following  comments  noted: 

a.  Section  II,  Part  I,  paragraph  1  and  Section  II,  Part  II, 
paragraph  1.  It  has  been  the  experience  of  some  personnel  that  breaking 
the  malaria  pill  in  half  eliminates  some  of  the  discomfort  for  those  ad¬ 
versely  affected.  Recommend  competent  medical  authority  further  evaluate 
this  recomendation  to  determine  if  this  procedure  provides  the  same 
protection  as  taking  the  pill  at  one  time. 

b.  Section  n.  Part  I,  paragraph  2  and  Section  II,  Part  II, 
paragraph  2,  Operation  of  AN/FOC-25  Teletypewriter  set  at  100  wpm. 

Future  problems  are  expected  in  this  area  as  100  wpm  circuits  cause 
accelerated  deterioration  and  failures  are  more  frequent;  additional 
equipment  will  be  needed  to  provide  back-up  or  replacement  during  pro¬ 
longed  useage.  This  is  also  a  contributing  factor  to  the  high  percent¬ 
age  of  services;  lesser  service  rates  ar  recorded  on  circuits  operating 
at  60  wpm. 


c.  Section  II,  Part  I,  paragraph  2,  and  Section  II,  Part  II, 
paragraph  3,  Trouble  shooting  signaling  circuits.  The  obvious  solution 
to  the  problem  is  to  remove  the  TA-312  from  the  circuit  upon  completion 
of  trouble  shooting.  There  is  no  apparent  reason  to  leave  the  telephone 
connected  to  the  line.

Checking  for  loose  connections  or  terminal  nuts 
should  be  included  in  all  pre  and  post  operative  checks.  Recommend 
increased  supervision  and  attention  be  given  to  these  daily  checks. 

e.  Section  II,  Part  I,  paragraph  2  and  Section  II,  Part  II, 
paragraph  5*  If  a  photo  cell  activates  the  lights  all  that  is  needed 
is  a  cover  over  the  cell  to  test  the  lighting  system  during  the  day. 


f.  Section  II,  Part  I,  paragraph  4  and  Section  II,  Part  II, 
paragraph  6.  The  lifting  platform  described  is  a  satisfactory  Held 
expedient;  however,  it  is  unacceptable  substitute  if  the  equipment 
were  to  be  placed  on  a  truck.  When  dismounting  the  equipment  from  a 
vehicle,  the  shelter  should  be  placed  on  rails  to  prevent  premature 
deterioration  of  the  wood  due  to  exposure  to  moisture.  Additionally, 
new  lifting  eyes  can  be  attached  to  the  shelters. 


g.  Section  II,  Part  I,  paragraph  5 ,  Protection  for  Large 
Communications  Structures.  (Reference:  2d  Signal  Group  ORLL  for 
Period  Ending  31  October  1967,  UIC:  WCDXAA,  page  42)  (Reference: 
Special  Lessons  Learned  for  1st  Signal  Brigade,  dated  20  February 
1968).  This  problem  has  been  repeatedly  emphasized  with  negative 
results.  I  concur  completely  in  the  observation.

1  •  This  headquarters  has  reviewed  the  Operational  Report-Lessons  Learned 
for  the  quarterly  period  ending  31  January  1966  from  Headquarters,  36th  Signal 
Battalion  (CA)  (GEET)  as  indorsed. 

2.  Pertinent  consent  follows:  Reference  item  concerning  malaria  pill, 
page  12,  paragraph  1j  page  17,  paragraph  1j  and  1st  Indorsement,  paragraph 
la.  Concur  with  qualifications.  The  choroquine-primaquine  (C-P)  tablet  dose 
affect  a  significant  amber  of  personnel  with  side  effects,  such  as  diarrhea, 
abdominal  cramps,  headache,  malaise,  and  insomnia.  It  has  been  noted  that 
breaking  the  tablet  in  half  does  alleviate  these  side  effects  in  many  personnel. 
This  probably  occurs  through  diffusing  the  absorption  through  a  greater  portion 
of  the  gut.  In  personnel  whom  this  does  not  offer  sufficient  relief,  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  one  half  of  the  tablet  at  two  successive  meals  would  minimise 
the  side  effects.  This  should  not  be  recommended  as  a  routine  for  all  person¬ 
nel,  but  only  those  with  significant  side  effects  as  recosmended  by  medical 
officers.  The  effectiveness  of  the  C-P  should  not  be  decreased  by  these 
methods  of  administration.
